DISASTROUS PIKES. * * * 

Dr. J. H. Stamper's Dental Office 
Bnrned. 

Friday oight last tho dental of¬ 
fice of Dr. J. H. Stamper was to¬ 
tally destroyed by fire, together 
with all of the paraphernalia of 
his profession. Crockett Coldiron, 
who live* near by the scene of the 
conflagration, was the first to dis¬ 
cover tho fire, and yelling out the 
alarm of “mi*!" ho hastoned to 
do what he coaid to save the con¬ 
tents of the building. But when 
he attempted to open the door he 
found the inside an inferno so in¬ 
tensely hot that no one could 
enter, and nearly everybody in 
town being in bed at the time, 
11:80 p. m., the building and 
contents were consumed ere aid 
reached the scono. Dr. Stamper 
estimates his loss at 1350, hut it 
■is learned l lint he had 1200 insur¬ 
ance. _ _ 

John Ward's Residence Burned. 

Fire broke oat in the residence 
of John Ward Tuesday afternoon, 
about 2:30 o'clock, and ere a:d 
could arrive to fight it t*ie (lames 
hud gained such headway that it 
was beyond help. The prompt ar¬ 
rival of some of the students, and 
especially those who were board¬ 
ing with Mr. and Mrs. Ward, en¬ 
abled them to save the cook stove 
aud several articles on tho luwur 
floor, including a quantity of meat 
in the smokehouse nearby. The 
cause of the contlagration, as we 
hear, was through a leak in the 
gos pipe. Miss Lou Ward discov¬ 
ered fire in a clothes closet in one 
of I be upstairs rooms, and not 
wishing to disturb tho people near¬ 
by, especially young Ira Nickell, 
who wa* in ‘.he neighboring house, 
she attempted to put out the blaze 
and fought it until she was phys¬ 
ically exhausted, by which tim« 
it had gained so much head./uy 
ihut a well organized fire company 
could nut have controlled it. The 
lots to Mr. Ward, including hun¬ 
dreds of articles that cafi not be 
replaced, must have been $1,500 
to aay tho least. His sou, Henry, 
who is in the west, lost a vory fine 
rosewood guitar and n tine maga¬ 
zine gun. But on the house Mr. 
Ward carried a policy of $1,000, 
and if tbia be paid promptly it will 
be of much help, but tho affairs of 
the company, the Ohio German, 
are in the hands of a receiver, and 
if he does not recover from it his 
only hope is through the agency 
winch issued the policy, which was 
F. A. Lyon A Sou, who aro respon¬ 
sible under tho law. A coincidence 
in commotion with this conflagra¬ 
tion is the fact that some time 
since Miss Lou, who discovered 
this fire, found fire in a closet and 
smothered it out, possibly the 
same place. Mr. Ward and his 
family have the sympathy of all 
iu the community and under all 
circumstances they will he cared 
for by the charitable people of 
town. 

An alarm of fire yesterday after¬ 
noon, about 5 o'clock, caused our 
people to rush to toe rescue. It 
was discovered that the roof nt 
Aunt Eliza MoNabb’s cottage was 
ablaze, hutqnick work prevented 
what might Rave resulted in a de¬ 
structive fire, the third within a 
week. 

Two Children Burned. 

Two of the younger children of 
Raleigh Cecil and wife, of Oili- 
more, were so badly burned Satur¬ 
day afternoon that one died that 
night and there was no hope for 
the other Sunday afternoon, the 
latest report from there. The 
particulars, as we hear them, are 
that Mr. Cecil was attending court 
at Campton, probably on a jury, 
and there beiug no one else to do 
tho ohores, Mrs. Cecil was out 
foeding tho stock, when ahe heard 
a scream, aud hastening to the 
house was horrified to see her lit¬ 
tle ones terribly burned. One of 
them whs about throe years old 
and the other only about a year 
old. Tho one which died first, ex¬ 
pired before Mr. Cecil arrived 
I home from court. Mrs. Cecil has 
one other child by her former hus¬ 
band, David Lindon.
